Anderson has been fighting his case in the pulpits and the 


friendly press ever since his indictment a year ago. lie charge1: 
that he' had been the victim of a democratic frame-up and that 
the democratic leaders were bent upon sending him to the pen- 
itentiary. He is on the road to the penitentiary unless a higher 
court interposes in his behalf. For years and years Anderson re- 
fused to file with the secretary of state of New York an item- 
ized account of the expenditures of the league for political pur- 
poses as the election law required.
